RESERVATION OF MINES AND 
MINERALS IN TAX SALE TITLES 


(By T. M. Wears, Town Solicitor, 
Strathmore) 
(Research Bulletin) 

In the year 1917 a case—Town of 
Coleman vs. Head Syndicate—was 
decided’ in the Supreme Court of 
Alberta and is reported in ‘Alberta 
Law Reports” Vol. 11, Page 314. 

Amongst other things the report 
says that minerals are not “land” 
within the meaning of The Town Act. 

Less than a quarter of a century 
ago in this jurisdiction in certificates 
of title given a purchaser of land his 
rights thereunder might be expressed 
in a well-known Latin maxim, a trans- 
lation of which is “Whose is the soil, 
his it is even to heaven and to the 
middje of the earth.” 

Later on in Alberta, with possibil- 
ities of minerals, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, the C.P.R. and Hudson 
EBay, in transferring lands reserved 
the right to minerais, so that although 
a purchaser is monarch of all he 
surveyed heavenwards, he igs not so 
“ad infernos.”

Hotel, Calgary, on Wednesday and 
Thursday, June 26th and 27th, will 
provide for a range of subjects for 
consideration which will bo full of 
interest for those Interested in urban 
municipal matters. 

It has been thought best to provide 
a two day convention instead of for 
three days. By speeding up tho dis- 
cussions and concentrating on the 
business of the sessions it should be 
possible to deal with a large amount 
of vital matter and still permit of a 
free exchange of ideas among the 
delegates as to matters of policy and 
local methods of government. 

It will be a source of pleasure to 
the prospective delegates to learn 
that His Honor Lieutenant-Governor 
Dr. Egbert will be present to official- 
ly open the convention.

PONOKA 8CHOOL BOARD 
WINS APPEAL 


This casa was -an action for dam: 
agos inatituted ; by. .W.: CG. Murray 
against the. Ponoka : School’ Dictrict 
for broach, of his contract as school 
principal. The action was tried at 
Wetaskiwin on the 26th of March, 
1929,-when the plaintiff; was awarded 
$100 damages and costs. Tho plaintiff 
claimed that he was entitled to be 
summoned to a meeting of the School 
Board to hear their reasons for ter- 
minating the contract, and that he 
was then entitled to 80 days’ notice 
terminating his contract. As soon as 
the plaintiff received the 10 days, not- 
{ce terminating the contract which he 
received from the School Board on 
June 18, 1928, he wrote to the School 
Board accepting the dismissal . The 
School Board later summoned the 
plaintife to a meeting and thereafter | 
gave him 30 days’ notice terminating 
the contract. The plaintiff then sued ! 
the School Board for damages for 
breach of contract. | 

From the decision of the trial judge’ 
an appeal was taken by the School 
Board, and the judgment of the Court 
of Appeal held that it was optional for 
the plaintiff, upon receiving the said 
notice to treat it as a termination of 
the hiring by dismissal or to treat the’ 
contract as being still in effect until 
terminated in the manner provided in 
the employment agreement. The plain-' 
tiff elected to treat it as a dismissal 
but did not appeal to the Minister of 
Education as provided by Section 196 
of the School Act, R.S.A., Ch. 51, and 
amendments, and further goes on to 
say that: 

“There seems to be no escape from | 
the conclusion that the plaintiff not 
having appealed became disentitled to 
salary from and after the date of dis- 
missal.” 

The judgment further goes on to 
state that it is unnecessary to consid- 
er the effect of the proceedings taken 
by the School Board after serving the 
first notice of termination of the 
agreement. The appeal was allowed 
with costs and the action was dis- 
missed with costs. 

J. R. McClure, Esk., was counsel for 
the (Defendants) Appellants, and A. 
Beaumont was counsel for the (Plain- 
tiff) Respondent.—Ponoka Herald.

“*T. B.’’ Case 
Get Free Treatment 


(Research Bulletin) 


At the session of the Legislature 
of Saskatchewan which closed last 
month, the .Government introduced a 
bill to provide sanitorium treatment 
for all tuberculosis cases free. 

The Government provides the in- 
stitution and gives $1 a day per pa- 
tient for maintenance. The several 
Municipalities in the Province have 
requested the privilege from the Gov- 
ernment of paying the rest. 

Reading the above excerpt from the 
Bulletin of the Canadian Tuberculosis 
Association brought poignantly to the 
mind of the writer two recent cases 
fn Alberta. In one of these, a most re- 
spected citizen, veteran of the War, 
came rushing to me as Town Clerk 
one morning before 8 a.m., asking that 
J sign the paper necessary for 
admission of his daughter to the 
Alberta Sanatorium. ; 

So anxious was he to get his 
daughter off by the early train that 
he had not read or understood that 
the chief clause I had to sign stated 


that the Town would be responsible 
to the Sanatorium for the account, 
which in a case of T.B. is an unknown 
quantity, In some cases running from 
$350 to $650, according to the number 
of months it takes to effect a cure. 

No provision being made to take 
care of an expenditure or Hability such 
as this, I had to explain that neither 
‘the Mayor or myself, as Clerk, could 
sign the paper without authority 
from the Council. 


Then the well-worn tale had to be} 
told that dealing with the public 
monies the Council even had to watch 
carefully how it disbursed the citizens 
money. The result was that though the 
mother and daughter, after waiting 
weeks until a bed was available at the 
Sanatorium, when they received the: 
Word to come could not go, but were 
held up until ultimately all the formal- 
ities had been dispensed with and 
the financial arrangements concluded. 

Now everyone knows that time in 
the case of T.B. is more than the! 
essence. It is everything in the case. 
In the other case which happened in 
my experience, embarrassing ques- 
tions, providing securities and guaran- 
teeing payments increased: the worry 
and added to the misery of both

C.N.Re APPEAL DAMAGE 
SUIT BY BRODY'S LIMITED 


Hearing of the appeal of the Cana- 
dian National Railways against the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Ford who 
awarded Brody's Limited $147,150.60 
damages as the result of a fire ont103 
street in May, 1928, commenced be- 
fore the Alberta appeal court Tuesday 
morning with Chief Justice Harvey 
presiding, together with Mr. Justice 
Clarke and Mr. Justice Lunney. 

Argument will likely occupy the 
next two days as the appeal books 
are in two volumes containing 884 
pages. 

Brody's Limited carried on business 
at 103 street as importers and jobbers, 
and general merchants. The ground 
floor of the building was used as a 
garage in which trucks owned by the 
railway company were stored. On the 
afternoon of May 11, 1928, a fire 
broke out in the garage which origin- 
ated during the cleaning of an engine 
with gasoline. As a result of the con- 
flagration which followed, Brody's 
Limited suffered a loss totalling in ex- 
cess of $147,000.00. 


The action came to trial in Febru- 
ary and lasted six days. On April 6 
Mr. Justice Ford handed down a 
lengthy judgment in which he found 
that the fire had been caused through 
the negligence of a servant of the rail- 
way company. Gasoline fumes had 
become ignited from a short-circuit 
spark.

This advertising resolves itself into 
two main classes. The first is of the 
printed and pictorial type, and in- 
cludes the billboards, newspapers and 
magazines. In essence it is a form of 
mental suggestion, aimed always at 
building up in the minds of the read- 
ers first the subconscious, and later, 
the conscious, desire to smoke. If this 
advertising was conducted on a truth- 
ful basis no harm could «sult from 
it, for its effect would be to cause 
the intended victim to turn with a 
vigorous revulsion from the formation 
of habits that could only result in 
wasted health, depraved morals and a 
narroWed scope of usefulness. But we 
all know that the advertising of to- 
bacco—particularly of cigarettes—is 
conducted on no such basis. . We find, 
on the other hand, that it is untruth- 
ful, pernicious and misleading, and 
moreover is intended to be so. No 
expense or skill is spared to conceal 
totally that truth and to supplant it 
with absolute falsehood—both actual 
and implied.

It is much to the credit of the Proye ‘The commission will commence to 


Ince and particularly to the credit of 
Hon. A. C. Rutherford, first Promier 
and Minister of Education, that s0 
‘early in the history of Alberta, pro- 
vision was made whereby public 
Ibraries could be established when- 
ever and wherever the citizens of a 
town or city so desired. 

It {is more than unfortunate that 
subsequent incumbents of the ofilce 
of Minister of Education have not 
seen fit to concern themselves in any 
way with public library matters. 

Consequent upon this Indifference, 
the establishment of public libraries 
has taken place only in those few lo- 
calities where a group of citizens have 
taken up the matter and pressed it to 
a successful conclusion. 

In brief, then, if you want a public 
library in your town you or someone 
else will have to take the initial steps, 
without waiting for any encourage- 
ment or help from the Department of 
Education. The department has 
smilingly overlooked the fact that 
“the public library is an integral -part 
of public education.” The strong move- 
ment now being backed financially 
and in other ways by the Carnegie 
Corporation, favoring and urging 
Adult Education, has not as_ yet 
touched the consciousness of our edu- 
cational leaders. 


The Act provides the following 


steps: 


“Upon receipt of a petition praying 


for the establishment of a_ public 
library under this Act and signed by 
at least one-tenth of the resident 
electors of the municipality, the 
‘council may pass a by-law ‘giving ef- 
fect to such petition; but such by-law 
shall not be finally passed by the 
council until it regeives the assent of 
the’ electors ‘and for the purpose of 
‘obtaining such assent the by-law shall 
be submitted to the electors in the 
same manner and with the like pro- 
‘ceedings as are required in the case 
‘of any othér by-law which requires to 
‘receive tlie..assent of the electors of 
such municipality; :' “oe, 

' “Provided: that the by-law shall not 
‘be deemed to‘have received the assent 
iof the electors unless at least thrée- 
fifths' of the qualified electors: who 
‘actually vote thereon are found to 
have voted in favor of the by-law.” 

“A by-law under this Act which has 
been assented to by the electors may 
be passed at the first or any subse- 
quent meeting of the municipal coun- 
cil after such assent has been given.” 
“After -a by-law has been assented 
to it shall be the duty of the council 
for the time being to pass the same 
without unnecessary delay, whether 
such council is or is not the same 
council which submitted the by-law to 
the electors.” 

“Whenever a public Hbrary is es- 
tablished under this: Act the general 
management, regulation and control 
of the library shall be invested in and 
exercised by a board of management, 
which board shall be a body politic 
and corporate and shall be known as 
“The (name of town or city) Library 
‘Board.” 

In places where the population does 
not exceed 15,000, the board shall con- 
sist of four members besides the 
Mayor. 

The Act provides that the Province 
shall pay to every public library es- 
tablished, under the Act “a grant of 
one dollar for every dollar expended 
by the board on the purchase of 
books, out of funds under its control, 


other than grants as herein provided, 


: but so as not to exceed the sum of 


$300 in any one year.” 


« Similarly a maximum grant of $50 


for periodicals may be obtained. 

The writer has been more or less in- 
timately concerned in the establish- 
ment of most of the few public 
libraries we have in the Province. He 
will gladly assist any person who may 
require information or advice as to 
procedure in placing the library in 
working shape. 

The success of our few Alberta

Under the provisions of the act this 
commission has power to hear and de- 
termine all appeals from assessments 
from a court of revision under pro- 
visions of tho Town Act, 1927; tho Vil- 
lage act, 1927; the Municipal District 
act, 1926, and the Improvements Dis- 
trict act, 1927. 

In addition it has power to establish 
equalized assessments for all munici-
